CALGARY, Alta., May 6—Unless at 
n early date adequate stéps are taken 
y the Dominion government to as- 
ist in financing the export of the 
rain crop of 1919, Canada will be 
onfronted with the greatest conceiv- 
ble disaster, is the opinion of H, W. 
Yood, president of the United Farm- 
rs of Alberta. 

“If present prospects are fulfilled,” 
aid he, “the harvest of the present 
leason will be the greatest in our 
istory, and exactly for this reason, 
is our duty and of the utmost im- 
ortance that steps should be taken 
o insure that it shall find an outlet. 
“I can conceive of no more serious 
rime against the people of this coun- 
ry than for the authorities to fail to 
ke the necessary steps. 
“Perhaps,” he said, “the govern- 
nent have a plan, but if so J certainly 
ave heard nothing of it, and it is of 
lhe utmost Importance that the farm- 
rs should be reassured in this mat- 
er. The vital interests, not only of 
he farmers, but of the whole com- 
aunity, are bound up in agriculture.

for one stock ver ordered, and it was 
pointed out that the same amount of 
stock could not be carried and the 
service not so good, The shippers 
asked that in case the railways could 


not furnish the stock car, they pro- |

RAILWAYS ACT 
PASSES HOUSE 


Government Carries Third Read- 
ing on Division — Opposition 
Backs Fielding Amendment 


DIRECTORS UNRESTRICTED 


Group of Toronto Financiers to 
Control the National System 
Asserts Fielding 


OTTAWA, Ont., May 6.—The 
bill to incorporate the Canadian 
National Railway company, which 
had rough times in committee and 
was ginally put through that stage 
of cotsideration under the opera- 
tion of closure, failed to secure 
the usual formal third reading in 
the commons today, but was put 
through on division. 


The main attack was by Hon, W. 8. 
Fielding, who in committee objected 
to the proposal that the directors 
should be given control of the gov- 
ernment systems with reference to 
parliament. Maintaining that this 
system would not give public owner- 
ship fair trial, Mr. Fielding, seconded 
by A. R. McMaster, of Brome, moved 
that the receipts and expenditures of 
this company should be subject to the 
provisions of the consolidated fund 
and audit act, 

After a lengthy debate, the amend- 
ment was rejected at the evening sit- 
ting on a division of 110 to 59, a gov- 
ernment majority of 51. The oppes!- 
tion gave solid support to the Fielding 
amendment, while the government 
unitedly opposed it. In the course of 
his remarks, Mr. Fielding said that 
the bill handed over control of fin- 
ances to a few gentlemen in Toronto. 

Sir Thomas White characterized this 
as a somewhat unfair argument, be- 
cause while the offices of the govern- 
ment system are in Toronto, the board 
of directors included men from all 
parts of Canada. He defended the 
government's proposal to operate the 
government railway system through 
the agency of a joim™ stock company. 

As to the application of closure 
Sir Thomas asserted that the govern- 
ment had not taken this step until 
obstructive tactics had developed to 
the left of the speaker. 

D. D. McKenzie, opposition leader, 
said that Sir Thomas White nad play- 
ed politics in accusing the opposition 
of being opposed to government own- 
ership.

Fielding said he hoped 
the government would see fit to a- 
mend the bill in such a way as to 
bring {t in line with Canadian parlia- 
mentary principles. One of the prin- 
efples of tthe Canadian parliament 
was that all mattere connected with 
the expenditure of public monies 
should be vested in parliament. He 
proposed, he said, to make a motion 
which he trusted would not be treated 
as one of non-confidence in the gov- 
ernment, 

Fielding is Amazed. 

“I am amazed," he said, “that hon- 
orable gentleman should bring for- 
ward such a measure,”’ 

Gentlemen in Toronto were given 
the exclusive right to deal with these 
public monies. They probably would 
be handling $150,000,000. Why, then, 
remove all checks and guards in the 
case of these gentlemen and not of 
the department of the government. 
They could use these funds on ex- 
penditures at their own eaweet will. 

Mr. Fielding, seconded by Mr. Mc- 
Master, moved that the bill be re- 
ferred back to committee with in- 
structiong to take out clause 18 of the 
bill and submit the following: 

“Receipts and expenditures of the 
companies shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of the Consolidated Fund and 
Audit act.” 

Sir Thomas White declared that 
the government could not accept the 
amendment.

Civic Utilities Show Increase 
In Surplus For First Quarter 


For the first quarter of the present 
year the city utilities have carned a 
net surplus of $50,632.99, this being 
inclusive of the street railway deficit: 
as compared with the sum of §$37,- 
999.38 for the corresponding period 
of last year, These figures are inclu- 
sive of all capital and depreciation 
charges, The difference of $12,623.61 
represents an increase over the net 
surplus of last year of 83 per cent, 

In commenting on these figures the 
city comptroller says:— 

“The gross earnings of the 
utilities, including electric light, street 
railway, telephone and waterworks, 
amounted to $508,768.60, against 
$469,979.37 for the first quarter of 
last year, being an increase of 9.5 per 
cent, 

“The combined operation and main-

tenance expenses on the other hand 
| show a composite Increase of 18.5 per 
jcent, over last year, 

“Notable increares in the net sur- 


| Pluses are reflected in each of the 
jelectric light, telephone and water- 
|worka departments, The deficit on 


the street railway belng $764.66 more 
than last year. 

“Analysing the eross earnings, the 
electric light department shows an‘ in- 
crease of 7.7 per cent., street railway 
11.8 per cent., telephone 13.7 per cent, 
and waterworks 9.6 per cent. 

“In cost of operation and matnten- 
ance an advance is noted in each of 
|the departments: Blectric light 6.2 
{per cent,, street railway 17 per cent., 
jtelephone 29.6 per cent., waterworks 
10.7 per cent, the composite increase 
being 13.5 per cent, as already men- 
tioned.”

excessive fuel bilis( and who does 
not ) will be very much interested in 
the experiments carried on by G. W. 
Evans, coal mining engineer, United 


States bureau of mines, Seattle. Ho 
claims that In two houses in Seattle 
the fires have run for a_ couple of 
winters without being relighted ,and 
in the case of the smaller one of the 
two the house was kept at a tempern- 
ture of 75 degrees. All the owner 
did was to fill the hopper of the pa- 
tent stoker with 140 pounds of coal 
every couple of days and remove the 
ashes once in every five. The price 
per ton was $3.15, and the total cost 
of heating from October until the fol- 
lowing June was $20. 

Of course the coal was in powder- 
ed form, It had been ground to pass 
a 200-mesh sieve, that is would be as 
fine as ordinary flour; the powdered 
fuel is fed under pressure, and is |

Saturday Night, Toronto. 

There is one thing that the Soviets of 
Russia cannot do and that is successfully 
operite the ordinary industries of their 
country.

Of the eighteen cement works In 
Soviet Ruskin, not a Alngle one has pro- 
duced since February, 1918. In the old 
duys Moscow had 82, people engaged in

hogs, 80 farm sheep, and 105 range 
sheep, should be reckoned as a pos- 
sible single deck load. As no agree- 
ment could be reached, the shippers 
stated that they would report this 
matter to their association, and advise 
the raflways of the regult, 


Transit Plans Inadequate 


The question of a bigger allowance 
for the providing of doors on these 
cars was another point of contention, 
as the shippers claimed that the $1.25 
which they were now allowed for put- 
ting on a door did not nearly com- 
pensate for the outlay. It was pointed 
out that in case it was necessary to 
use regular lumber for this purpose,* 
the actual cost of the lumber, minus 
the labor, was $2.62. A, E. Rosevear, 
general freight agent of the G.T.P. 
undertook to put this matter before 
the next meeting of the Canadian

‘The Soviet,’’ is the title of a 
bublication which bears in its 
Jate line the following informa- 
hion: ‘Vol. 1, No. 9, Edmonton, 
‘Alta, April 24th, 1919. Bus- 
‘inesg manager, ‘‘Box 1682.”’ It 
hears the legend, between heading 
and date line, ‘‘Devoted to the in- 
terests of the working class.’’ Its 
typographical appearance would 
seem to indicate that it is from the 


Big Union Bulletin, which by the 
way, carries a title in red, no 
doubt; to indicate its sympathy 
with the Red Terror, or Bolshevist 
regime, in Russia and elsewhere. 

Whatever may be the position of 
mthe O.B.U. towards a world-wide 
Zolshevist regime, there is no 
Joubt as to where the Soviet 
ktands on that question. And what 
Mis Bolshevism as interpreted by 
enine and Trotsky where it is in 
ontrol through Soviets or local 
Mcouncils of tens of millions of peo- 
ple in Russia? Does it stand for 
justice, honor, fair dealing, indi- 
idual’ or collective welfare, the 
Ggreatest good to the greatest num- 
Mber? These are to it a mockery. It 
stands for tyranny usurped by 
force, under which neither man 
nor woman has rights that the 
tyranny respects. Under the 
tyranny the people were at least 
allowed to live. But under Lenine 


greatest surplus food-producing 
country in the world are starving 
to death by the hundreds of thous- 
ands. Of course, it is chiefly the 
‘‘hourgeoise’’ who are starving, 
Reports have it that Lenine and 
Trotsky and their entourage live 
well, also the Red army, composed 
in large part of Chinese mercen- 
aries. 

And what crime did the Bour- 
geoise commit that they are 
hanged and. starved and their 
women outraged by wholesale? 


They were owners of prop- 
erty, of wished to become 
owners. It was not  neces- 


sary for a man to be an autocrat, 
an aristocrat or a plutocrat to 
bring upon himself the wrath of 
the Bolsheviki. If he committed 
the crime of ownership he must 
suffer as an enemy of the Soviet 
rule which recognizes no private 
ownership of anything, and no 
right but the right of might. 

The march of events in Europe 
indicates very clearly that this 
principle does not find approval 
amongst the rural population. 
This accounts for the headway 
made by Kalchak and Dennekiue 
against the Bolsheviki in Russia, 
the failure of the Spartacides in 
Germany generally and in Bavaria 
in particular, and also for the 
failure of the Soviet republic of 
Hungary. The instinct of owner- 
ship is a primal instinct of man- 
kind. It is allied to the instinct 
of self-preservation. Every man 
feels the sense of possession of his 
family. He wants to own the 
means of sheltering, protecting 
and supporting them. If he lacks 
that instinct he is not a normal 
man. Under the complex condi- 


large proportion of the population 
who from choice or force of cir- 
cumstances became established in

and Trotsky the people of the| 


the peasant or laborer had become 
owner by the simple process of 
killing off the landlords and the 
further application of the prin- 
ciples and contro! of Bolshevism, 
to them meant that they had to 
give up the fruits of their labor 
to the Bolshevik authorities of 
the cities on the terms laid down 
by them, the question took a dif- 
ferent slant in their eyes, and the 
principles of Bolshevism suffered 
a severe jolt in the rural districts 
of Russia. It seems to have fared 
no better in Germany, Bavaria and 
Hurgary. 

It is interesting to know that 
in this country of unlimited op- 
portunity for private ownership, 
of the means of shelter and sub- 
sistence—that is houses and land 
—there are people who hold that 
such ownership is an offense 
against public welfare and that 
the offenders are criminals to be 
punished—when the Soviet re- 
public is established. 

On a whole governmental and 
social fabric is based on the idea 
that ownership is commendable 
and desirable. There may be a 
better way of running the world 
than on that basis. But there is 
nothing in what has yet taken 
place in either Russia, Finland, 
Bavaria or Hungary, where the 
Bolshevist principles have been in 
control to lead the ordinary man 
or woman to wish to change from 
the basic principle of individual 
ownership under the original de- 
mocracy, to the principle of col- 
lective ownership under the Red

The attitude which the Allied 
Governments have assumed with 
regard to tormented Russia is 
either betrayal or madness. 

Either they know the nature of 
the Bolsheviks whom they have 
invited to the Prinkipo Islands 
for making peace with a wound- 
ed, dying Russia, torn asunder by 
their own hands—in which case 
it is simple betrayal. 

I am not prepared to enter into 
the psychology of betrayal, its 
nature is well known to us all. As 
for the setting, in the place of 
the gentle kiss by which Judas be- 
trayed the divine Jesus, you have 
the wireless and the Hiffel Tower. 

Or else the case is that the Al- 
lies do not know the nature of 
the Bolsheviks, whom they have 
invited for a friendly talk—and 
in that case it is madness, 

One must be wholly ignorant 

of the difference between truth 
and falsehood, the poagible and 
the impossible, just as madmen 
are ignorant of it, not to feel the 
Bolshevist braggadocio and their 
eternal lies, now dull and dead, 
like the bellowing of a drunkard, 
like Lenine’s decrees, now high- 
sounding and pompous like the 
speeches of that blood-bespatter- 
ed jester Trotzky, now unpre- 
tentiously simple and ingenious, 
like the falsehood with which one 
fools little children, animals and 
: peoples. 
Furthermore, one must be whol- 
ly without memory, as those de- 
prived of their wits, to forget 
Lenine’s sealed railway car, to 
forget how Russian Bolshevism 
came forth from the womb of the 
Imperial German Bank and the 
criminal soul of William, 

One must forget, too, Prussia 
and Galicia, drenched with Rus- 
sian blood . . . those lads of the 
military cadet corps and students 
who fell without faltering in 
their faith, in the name of Russia 
and in yours, our dear Allies; 
and those many thousands of Rus- 
sian officers, who, for the same 
reason, are being hounded, killed 
and persecuted, like dogs, and 
whom you — unwittingly, of 
course—have now so mercilessly 
humiliated by your tenderness to- 
wards murderers and hangmen.

group of people are called ‘‘So- 
cialism’’ or ‘‘Communism.’’ 

These are words which are sac- 
red, and great is their fascination 
for the living human soul; but 
when these wicked buffoons call 
their ignorant, savage Chinamen, 
hired for murder, ‘‘the advance 
guard of the Chinese revolution- 
ary democracy,’’ one must have 
not a living but a dead soul to fall 
into so miserable and impudent a 
trap. 

Here, under the impudent tin- 
sel of current terms, the essence 
of the matter is being concealed, 
which is the luring of savage, yel- 
low-faced murderers for the ex- 
termination of Europeans—a 
thing hitherto unheard of in the 
chronicles of the worst European 
tyranny. 

It is terrible to think that al- 
ready, for a year past, crazed 
Europe has looked open-eyed 
upon these exotic wild beasts, 
who are being fed with our 
bodies, and is yet unable to ima- 
gine what is before her—the ad- 
vance guard of devils let loose 
from hell for the destruction of 
the unhappy earth. 

In short, to fail to understand 
the Bolshevik one must be a hu- 
man being deprived of seeing and 
hearing, memory and conscious- 
ness, reason and will, a human 
being suffering with dirty and 
dull moral insanity. 

Betrayal, Not Madness 


No one, however, would be willing 
to admit the thought that the heads 
of the greatest contemporary govern- 
ments have been simply patients 
from a madhouse. Of chads they 
are not madmen. 

But {if this is not 
what? 

However clear the unavoidable in- 
ferer:ce, I have yet xcme hesitation 
in making it. Life does not always 
coniorm to a stern and straight-rul- 
ed logic. The bases of human actions 
are so complex and diverse: in par- 
ticular, the art of politics, like black 
magic, is so dark and subtle, that 
apart from the two suggestei explan- 
aticne—betrayal or madnes#—there 
can exist even other cogent motives 
which become lost in a labyrinth of 
loud words, in the sumptuousness of 
decorations and in the solemnity of 
luncheons, top-hat' receptions, pro- 
cessicns, and excursions to ruins. 

Reassuringly, in all photographs, 
gaze at Mr. Wilson's teeth, displaying 
a broad and joyous smile, and many

And—returning to the Gos- 
pels, so dear to Mr, ilson—is_ it 
not better to replace the classical and 
fearful image of Judas by another 
image, not less classical, but infin- 
itely more simple, more widespread 
and humanly common—namely, that 
of Pilate washing his hands? 7 

Pilate knew that Jesus was a Just 
man. Even his wife forewarned him 
of this Nor was he mad, or mean; 
but he was--Pilate. And saying, 
am innocent of the blood of this just 
person,” as a token of this he wash- 
ed hie hands, and sent the just man 
for judgment to Calaphas. Cailaphas 
sent him to Annas, Annas back to 
Calaphas ... Does not the sending 
of Russia to the Prinkipo Islands re- 
mind one of this wandering among 
honest judges—with a rope around 
one’s neck?

What is needed most of all 
at present is more residences. There 
may be something done in that line 
this year, especially if there is a define 
ite prospéct of sewerage next year.
